WELIL®P REVENUE BILL. 


The bill introduced by Wells, of 
Esmeralda, says the Carson Appeal, 
providing for revenue for the gov- 
eroment of the State, really em- 
braces numerous needed bills in 
one, and is a measure which will 
give the State substantial benefit. 
Many men who go to the Legisla- 
ture set about forming small bills 
to effect some special local interest 
of no great importance, but Mr. 
Wells has evidently devoted time 
and patience to forming a bill which 
meets the requirements of every 
county in the State. The virtues 
of the bill may be judged frorh the 
fact that in spite of the varied in- 
terests represented in the Assem- 
bly, it passed that body by an 
unanimous vote. Even the most 
captious could find but few flaws in 
its construction, and its author is 
to be congratulated that he was 
able to frame so bulky a document 
against which so little opposition 
should be aroused. When the bill 
goes into effect it will*more uni- 
formly distribute the burdens of 
taxation in Nevada and not com- 
pel the mass of small taxpayers to 
shoulder nearly all of the task of 
sustaining the State Government. 
It closes the many loop holes of 
fraud and chicanery which have 
been open in various counties, and 
under its binding and explicit pro- 
visions the taxpayers may be as- 
sured of a much better disposition 
of public moneys than has formerly 


been the rule.

All Debts Will be Paid. 
LAWRENCE, Mass., Feb. 25. 

The Roman Catholic churches were 
crowded to-day, as it was expected the 
priests would refer to the collapse of 
their savings institution. Rey. C. E. 
McEvery, Superior of the American 
branch of the Augustan Order, said 
he proposed soon to give a statement 
of the churck finances. The society 
would leave nothing undone to meet 
its debts. He considered the mort- 
gages on the church property com- 
paratively slight; the society indebt- 
edness was about $450,000, but with re- 
ceipts from three churches and two 
chapels in Lawrence and Methuen, 
with extraordinary efforts, he hoped 
to meet all financial obligations in a 
few years. He expressed confidence 
that the Catholics of Lawrence would 
subscribe according to their means to 
free the church from debt. Two years 
ago he collected in New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Boston $10,000, which 
was applied to decrease the debt of the 
society, which would leave nothing 
undone to meet pressing demands. 
He urged creditors to be patient, and 
the society would pay them all. Rev. 
Mr. Carr told his people that the so- 
ciety would not repudiate its debts, 
but would pay them dollar for dollar; 
to have patience and contribute as 
Catholics; they would get their money 
in @ short time. Rev. Mr. Ryan of 
the St. Lawrence Church gave the 
same advice, and said a dividend 
would be paid depositors yearly and 
perhaps oftener. The debt was not 
incurred by the present heads of par- 
ishes, but all responsibilities would be 
met. 

Prominent Catholic citizens to-night 
considered means to extricace the so- 
ciety from indebtedness, and decided 
to appoint a committee to have full 
control of the finances and revenues 
of the Catholic churches of the city, 
except St. Patrick’s. A subscription 
paper was started and $4,000 sub- 
scribed. A fair will also be held. 
The committee assume the duties only 
with the understanding that depositors 
in the savings institution will not 
force the society into insolvency. St. 
Mary’s parochial school will be closed, 
thus saving $10,000 a year. This puts 
1,200 children in the public scheols. 

LAWRENCE, Feb. 26. 

Attachments continue to be placed 
ou the property of the Augustinian So- 
ciety despite implied threata of the 
executive committee that no sub- 
scriptions will be called for unless 
suits already entered were discontin- 
ued and none others instituted. Three 
attachments have been ‘served on 
Archbishop Williams, Boston. The 
society will be forced into insolvency. 
Subscriptions thus far towards the 
relief of the indebtedness amounts to 
$3300. Special attachments have been 
made of real estate recently conveyed 
by the society. 


The Western Floods. 
VICKSBURG, Feb. 25. 

The water on theVicksburg, Shreves- 
port & Pacific railroad is 15 inches 
over the track byjween Delhi and 
Taulloh. It is believed trains will 
stop to-morrow. The Vicksburg & 
Minden railroad has resumed traffic. 
The Illawara crevasse is a mile long 
and has overflowed many plantations. 
Half of the open land on the west side 
of Madison parish will be covered. 
The Ashton crevasse above Providence 
is doing serious damage in East Car- 
roll. Levees on both sides of the river 
are imperilled. A bridge across Bayou 
Pierre, on the Jackson & Natchez rail- 
road, is washed away. 


The “Passion Play.“ 
NRW Yorg, Feb. 2. 
Salmi Morse was before Justice

Very few curiosities at- 
tracted so much attention or traveled 
so much. She was exhibited with her 
little son, the child that was never 
born. Her mother was of ordinary 
size, but her father was only thirty- 
nine inches high. Mrs. Burnell’s 
child was also thirty-nine inches high.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 25. 
A genuine leper from Honolulu.

He 
was 34 years a resident of Honolulu, 


Pneumonia Epidemic. 
New York, Feb. 26. 

The great prevalence and singular 
fatality this Winter of pneumonia has 
been a frequent subject of comment of 
late, owing to the fact that so many of 
prominence in business end social 
circles have been attacked by it. 
Within a fortnight it has assumed the 
proportions of an epidemic and is so 
talked of by some physicians. It has 
appeared in a peculisrly malignant 
form, and has caused some specula- 
tion touching the vexed question and 
the troublesome mystery of its 
originating cause. Last week 99 per- 
sons died in New York from pneu- 
monia, and there are apprehensions 
that the disease is on the increase, 
It is one that has always created great 
ravages in this city, and the records 
of the Health Department show that 
for a period of 40 years there has been 
an increase in the percentage of deaths 
from pneumonia to total mortality. 

The Tribune says: Some interesting 
tables sent to the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics in thiscity call attention, among 
other things, to the excess of deaths in 
New York by pneumonia over those 
from the same cause in Berlin, a place 
of nearly the same size. Deaths in Ber- 
lin from that cause in 1882 were 
1,823, while in the city of New York 
they were 3,475. Some unknown at- 
mospherical influence seems to pre- 
dispose New York to this illness. The 
mortality is confined chiefly to old 
people, but many persons who are 
still young are attacked by it. In 
view ot these circumstances the need 
of great care against exposure in this 
trying weather cannot be impressed 
too strongly upon anyone, 


The Great Irish Leader Under a 
Dark Cloud. 
NEW YorK, Feb, 26. 

The Tribune’s London correspond- 
ent says: Forster’s destructive attack 
on Parnell and the Land League has 
put everything else in the shade. 
Ever since James Carey’s testimony 
incriminating the Land League the 
public has anxiously looked for Par- 
nell to refute the growing suspicion 
of the Irish leader's complicity,in the 
crime. He has been appealed to and 
challenged repeatedly from both sides 
of the House, but be has sat a whole 
week silent. Forster on Thurs- 
day sent him word that he intended 
to accuse him. The House was 
thronged. Forster spoke with an en- 
ergy and directness that carried every- 
thing before him. When he sat 
down the whole House turned to 
Parnell, who still refused to 
rise, It is the first time ina 
history thata member of the British 
Parliament ever declined such a chal- 
lenge. A meeting of the Irish party 
was held immediately after, and it 
was resolved that Parnell must speak. 
After 24 hours reflection Parnell re- 
solved to leave Forster unanswered. 


Mr. Blaine Sold. 
CHicaao, Feb. 25. 

A correspondent writes the Tribune 
to show that Blaine must have been 
sold in purchasing a painting sup- 
posed to be by Rubens, and originally 
owned by Lord Baltimore, founder o 
Maryland. He gives as a reason that 
Baltimore was in very limited circum- 
stances, with no paintings except a few 
portraits; that subsequently members 
of the family have been rich and care- 
fully treasured all things of the 
original members. The correspondent 
states that in 1863 a Baltimore saloon 
keeper sold such afpicture as Blaine’s 
“Old Master for $100, alleging that a 
negress used it a number of years as a 
fire screen; but this painting was 
attributed to Vandyke. He is of the 
opinion that this is the same picture 
under another name. 


Trinity Steeple Closed. 
New YOrK, Feb. 26. 

News that Trinity Steeple has been 
practically closed to strangers who 
desire to climb its winding stairs and 
view the metropolis of America from 
an airy hight, will doubtless cause 
regret. The countless multitude of 
names carved on every available piece 
of woodwork within the steeple proves 
how popular Trinity has been with 
visitors. It is understood this action 
was taken because so many high 
buildings are going up that Trinity 1s 
no longer an available lookout.

ARABIAN MILLET. 


A Grass that can not be Injured 
by Fileod or Drouth: 

The new grass, Arabian millet, 
which has ‘been growing 6n arid 
lands in New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, is a very valuable plant in 
hot and dry climates, and makes 
more hay than alfalfa, besides fur- 
nishing a very nutritious seed. Its 


good points ure summed up by an 
— | i,.It is a large grain- 
producing plant. 2.—No animals 
ever bloat from eating it. 3.—It 
makes a greater growth than any 
other forage plant. 4.—All kinds 
of stock eat it with great avidity. 
5.—It cannot be injured by flood, 
drought, gophers or freezing. On 
the hot, sandy soil of New Jersey it 
has been tried, with the following 
result: Four pounds of seed were 
drilled into an acre, iu drills 18 
inchesapart. Forty-five days after 
sowlug the first crop was cut. It 
was seven feet high and weighed 
six and one-half tons to an acre 
when cured. A second crop pro- 
duced eight tons, and a third crop 
one and one-half tons. While ad- 
mitting that it is a good thing, 
many persons object to the millet 
because it will spread itself @ 
allowed to go to el. The same 
objection holds good with alfalfa. 
Every one knows that the seeds of 
alfalfa are carried by the various 
irrigating ditches to many places 
where it is not wanted, and yet it is 
annually planted; each new pur- 
chaser of irrigated land plants his 
patch of alfalfa, Every objection 
made to the millet holds good with 
alfalfa, and if the millet will do half 
that is claimed for it, it is, indeed, 
the coming forage plant.
